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Religious Instinct is the Only 
Element in Man Which Will 
NeverDie. 

Dr. Symonda dellverea tho second 
of the seven lectures lie is deliverlpg 
at. the Central Y. M. c. A. on "Some 
Rellffioua Problems of the Day" bo- 
fore a large audience yesterday af- 
ternoon. His topic for the day. "What 
la ReliBion," was unfolded In a mas- 
terly way, and the open discussion 
which followed the lecture 'brought 
forth some very sùraestive remarks 
from the spealcer. 

"The period of life." said Dr. Sy- 
monds, "from youth often to the end 
of a life is a fight for Faith." Ttiis 
fact, however, la not a thing that 
should cause us surprise, for all our 
Interests in life have to thrive against 
some contending elements. Our phy- 
sical life is often imperfect, our bod- 
ies are liable to disease and accident. 
To improve our Intellectual life we 
often have a hard struKgle, In our 
moral life we have to fight against' 
nurselves, Aa Browning sajd. and 
Tennyson often Implied, "Life Is dla- 
ttnctly a probation." Whon struggling 
for a confident Kaith we are often led 
to ask, ^"What Is Religion" To this 
question various answers have been 
given. 

First of all, some have said religion 
Is a delusion. But the same might he 
said of' politic^, or of any other pho- 
nomenon of life. This theory. I think. 
Is an Irrational theory, and raises 
more dlffioultleg than It solves. Mu-n 
ig by nature a religious animal, using 
man In the sense of an° Individual be- 
longing to any religion whaitever not 
particularly the Christian religion. 

Religion Is fundamentally an emo- 
tion rather than a thing of the IptoU 
lect.. ttellglon has its" roots father In 
the feelings than In the brain— it Is 
associated with a feeling of depend- 
ence. Schlelermacher defined religion 
simply as a feeling of dependetiicè. 
Savages have this vague feeling, and 
out of It springs their belief In a 
greater something. But dependence 
upon what? Some power or powers

The following editorial from the ooluiuns of the "Varsity" may 
be of Some assistance to those who as yet have not any'real under- 
•.tanding as to the value of lectures and to their actual place iii a col- 
lege course. 

Tlie student regards the Fecture as a means whereby information 
is imparted to liim. Now, inasmuch as the two chief factors of a 
formal University education are the lecture and its concomitant the 
i l^t^in alibn. the student comes to regard the purpose of his course 
^^^^Mrption of facts. Even though he may never suffer under this 
^^^Mibn. his courage becomes such that it appears to be governed by 
. or a similar misconception. In the lecture an imposing mass of 
knowledge is expressed more or less attractively. This may be sup- 
plemented by other knowledge gleaned from books. And of all this, 
a certain amount is "crammed" into the memory under pressure— as 
oxygen is compressed into a containet^to be ^released as required, 
namel^, at examination. * 

Now this process is not without value ; probably in most cases 
it has u net value; that is, for the majority of students a University 
education is probably worth while. For different students' it will 
be worth while in different ways; some may even derive benefit 
from tlic least effective factors of the system. Even "cramming" is 
beneficial; throughout the year a few main principles of a study are 
absorbed more or less consciously, and upon thia' foundation a super- 
structure of fact is raised in the last few hours before examination. 
The superstructure is a house of sand, but it serves its purpose in 
the brief period of its existence. Siich houses of sand, constructed 
from the facts of the case, are peculiarly useful to the lawyer. 

But wc are not here to learn how to "cram." Education is not 
a store of facts, but a habit of mind. The lecture system provides 
the store of facts ; if the student develops the habit of mind, he does 
50 incidentally. To train the student to think— that should be the 
object of u University course; and the lecture is not the best mean» 
of attaining this object. We learn to think by thinking— not by re- 
ceiving tlic prepared thoughts of others, and burying thein in note- 
books, to be dug out aud returned to the mftster when he comes on 
examination day to cqllcct his own. 

The Icctiu'e does little to stimulate thought — but the discus- 
sion group may do much. I .' ' '

greater than ourselves. This la aa far 
as the savage gets; we go"' farther, and 
have concluded that^thia dependence 
Is dependence on tbe Infinite. But' 
why should the thought of Infinity 
arise In man, a. finite being? "I ape 
In mun," said Dr. Sy^nonds. a long- 
Vus After Hie Infinite." Ambltluu* men 
«cl no boundii to Ihcir ambition; as 
Carlyic oiico «ald, "The whole world 
M'ould not satisfy a shoo black for 
more than an hour or two." 

Tlole, the great Dutch thinker, said 
"the scnMC of the InflnltjB lies at îhe 
root of man's whole spiritual 
life." Man likes to think of himself 
as proceeding from and relating to 
that' infinite source. This Is the very 
way we can explain the spontaneous 
outbursts of the Psalmist or the long- 
ing after the Infinite as expressed In 
the 'Confessions" of St, Augustine. 
Honce^we' formulate our final defini- 
tion of rdlglon iaa "not only a feeling 
of • dejMndence upon, but also of fellow» 
ship with the 'Infinite source of all 
thinga." 

Let >us now turn to tbe question of 
thé origin of Religion. There are two 
main views beld. First that Religion 
Is the result. of an external revela- 
tion. This la known as the external 
vievr- of .the origin of Rdliglon, and 
regards religion as a gift to man from 
the outside. But whence comes 
science. . knowledge of nature— -were' 
they, too, revealed to us from the out-"^ 
side? This brings us to the second 
theory of the origin of Religion, and 
the one I hold, namely, that "man has 
a faculty for religion. It springs out 
of his nature aa man!" This Is known 
ag the Internal theory. This faculty 
for religion may exist In varying de - 

• grecs In different individuals, tind 
may bo aroused by various stimuli. 
Religion is not external, like the 
clothes a man.we^^rs, or the, money he 
possesses, butj nàttirai and . internal. • 
Herbert Spencer thought religion 
Bpreèa \from dreams. In this he 0id 
not distinguish between df earns and 

■ reality. "Thirty years ago many peo- 
ple adopted the view that religion, wna 

'based on 'dreams. 'It Is believed that 
nnimala dretum, but it does not awak- 
en a sense of rellgrlon in them. Dreams 
may aot as a stimuli to feeling* of 
religion in man; hut thejr do riot give 



birth to religion unlea^ it is already 
tbere in an Innate form. 

The religloua aenae was brought 
home to prlmltlve| people in their re- 
cognition of tbe powerà of nature. It 
took than genenttions to get to the 
stage where they worshipped the 
thunder, the winda, or the sun. Re- 
ligion does not always drag behind 
science; a case in point la the tfict 
that religion long rejected the Gods 
of sea arid sky In favor of one God 
before science discovered that hU 
things arc governed by the one force 
of law. We must conclude that re- 
ligion springs out of the very nature 
of man, and that be Is "Indeed a ro 
llglous animal. Religion, like every 
thing else, develops from the primi- 
tive conceptions of the savage- iip to 
the raptured vision of St. John.- Man- 
kind at largo progresses, but not In a 
straight line— not equally, and not in 
tlie same degree In ail parts of the 
earth. 

The speaker then turned to a defini- 
tion and discussion of the "organ of 
religious development" — Faith. There 
are two kinds of Faith corresponding 
somewhat to the two tlieoriea regard- 
ing the origin of Religion. First, as- 
sent to a creed or to »tatemeMij| be- 
lieved on external authority. How 
d9 1 know that Julius Caesar ever ex- 
isted? ',1 know only by the authority 
of history, only external faith. /. ' Thia 
ia not the highest form of Faith. ..The 
second kind of Faith— that of confi- 
dence or truth in a penfon ia higher. 
Thia type., of Faith dofia not depend 
on" what we have read or had told us, 
but on what we feel or experience, 
and are convinced about. It is one 
thing to say, "I believe that the Kaiser 
exists," and quite another thing to 
say, "I believe In the Kaiser." . ' 

A great many people, young people 
especially, rebel against Faith. This 
distrust Is not bad If you refuse to 
accept ' authority, and like to arrive 
at your own conclusions, but if you 
hold the principle of Faltlî something 
to be got rid of you are wrong. We 
live In a world In which all our most 
Important Interests rest 'iipon-^'aith. 
Moat financial (organisations are based 
on creAt. -Tou' truat your ' doctor or 
your lawyer in Faith; you-canifot prove 
thèir Infallibility. I^lendshlpa . are 
based on mutual :Falth In each other; 
marriages also should be based' on 
mutual confidence aa niiich as on 
loye.' The prin<ilple of FUth must con-

The thought of dirty 
ore-sacks lying undisturbed in their 
unpurified condition was rfbhorrent to 
Miss Everaon, so she decided to give 
them a good wash,' and It was during

the flotation process is accomplished 
as follows.

readecs, we are satisfied that similar 
Inataacea could not be multiplied in- 
definitely. To resume the narrative, 
the Baker City expeijmenta were not 
commercially aucoesaful, principally 
because engineers refused to take an 
Interest in a procèes which made a 
laughing-stock of gravity, and turneJ 
all their preconceived ideas about ore- 
dresilng upside down, consequently 
the «xparlmmtal work required to 
make a commercial success of the 
process was not carried out until 
many years had elapaad. Misa Ever- 
aon appears to have discovered the 
main faota alMMit flotation, but she 
probably had an tMperfect , knowledge 
at the underlytnc principles. The 
writer's' intaraat In, the subject was 
arousad by waAehiaic one of a sérias 
of laboratory flotation tests in the 
University ore-dressing laboratory, in 
connection with an investigation of 
the suitability of Canadian oils in the 
concentration, by flotation, of Cana- 
dian ores. The investigation is be- 
ing conducted by Professor J. W. Bell, 
with the assistance of Mr. J. M. Scott! 
Mr. Soott, who graduated in 1917, waa 
tppolntad by (he Honorary Advisory 
Council for Industrial Kesearch, and 
among other duties he has charge of 
:tU the analytical work connected 
with the Investigation. 

Briefly, what the writer saw was 
as follows. The finely crushed ore 
m^ure charged into the flotation ma- 
china seansad to ba aJmoat entirely 
comiKMied of rock particles, but ex- 
amined closely minute particle^ of the 
valuable mineral chalcopyrite, ^outd 
be observed, apparantly inextrloably 
ndxad up ' with a ' relatively much 
larger number. Of particles of ,n>ck. 
tn this, as in all oi^ardresslng pro- 
cesses, the object In ylew is the sep- 
aration of-' the valuable conatituuni: 
from the valueless constituent, the 
quartz. By affecting this ' separation, 
the valuable mineral can be smeltoo 
at a fraction of the^cost of smelting 
the mixture of rock and mineral. This 
■will be clear when it Is considered 
that an averace ore of copper con- 
tains, roughly, 1 ton of valuable cop 
per mineral mixed with 25 tons oi! 



with the necessity of violently agitat- 
ing a bucket of suds or swallowing 
them, that he would "prefer death to 
dishonour," and choose the second al- 
ternative. Not so Miss Everaon; she 
placed the dirty objects In a waah- 
tub, let them aoak for a while, and 
then, attacking them with all the na- 
tive ability and knowledge of the art 
of washing charaoteristlc of her sexT 
she created so violent an agitation in 
the tub that the mineral (sulphide) 
particles responded promptly to her 
rough handling, and floated to .the 
surface. Then with that shrawd 
power of observation charaetarlstio tit 
a Western spinster, acquaintad with 
the arts and processes related to the 
mininflr Industry, she grasped the es- 
sential facts connected with tlie flo- 
tation of mineral particles. Having 
succeeded In floating sulphides, she 
next turned her atteAUon to the flo- 
tation of à company to exploit' her 
invention, and 'finally enlisted the 
support of Thomas F. Crilley in fin- 
ancing the undertaking. Experiments 
were carried on at Baker City, Ore- 
son, and it Is probable that If the in- 
vention had been a less startling In- 
novation, it would have received more 
attention from engineers. The in- 
novation waa startling because at 
that time, and even up to a few yeara 
afro the accepted principle for separ- 
ating heavy, valuable, mineral par- 
ticles (sulphides), from their accom- 
panying light and worthless gangue 
minerals depended on the employ- 
ment of the force of gravity by which 
the heavy minerals were sunk^to the 
bottom of the separation machines, 
and the llKht minerals -were floated 
off at the top.' This was the - mere 
man's way of accomplishing 'the .seiA 
aratton. We can ther<»fore Imagine 
the extra Joy Miss Everson must have 
experienced when she discovered that 
she could do what men^were doing 
by .employing a method exactly and 
diametrically opposite to theirs. This 
will be apparent by the fact that her 
process contemplated floating tlie 
heavy minerals and making the light 
stuff sink; a truly charming example 
of successful feminine perverseness. 
While we are glad to share this know- 
ledge with our lady .student suffragette 



apparatus is made up, of two connect 
ed boxes or . compartnients. In one of 
which the ore, oiU water and a small 
amount of acid are kapt.' In violent agi 
tation by the rapid, rotation of a. brass 
disc. Tha . agitatlQii Is sor conducted 
tha^ .lnnuinerabla bubbles of air be- 
come incorporated'- in the mixture.

First, in the agitation 
nompartment, when a/,i>artlole of the 
valuable mineral comas in contact 
with globules of oil and water, It be 
comes watted ;with oil In preference 
to water. On the other hand, the rock 
particles prefer to remain watted wiib 
water, this being the result of dif- 
ferent iiiherenc qualities In the two 
minerals. Fortunately the bubbles 
prefer to attach thlMoselves to . oll- 
wetted particles o{ mineral rather 
than water wetted particles of rock, 
and this they do with such partiality 
and persistency and efficiency that 
from 90 to fS per cent, of all the min- 
eral particles are buoyed up to the. 
surface of the water In the separation 
box, where thev are removed by a 
hand or mechanical skimming opera- 
tion, while pmctlcally all of the rock 
particles sink to the bottom of the 
machine. We see then, that the air 
bubbles may be likened to a lot uf 
little cork life preservers, very snob- 
bish In character, as shown by the(r 
preference Ih attaching themselves to 
the rich, and their utter disregard of 
the poor minerals. In extenuation of 
this reprehensible conduct,- it might oa 
pointed out that whereas tha ancient 
mineral-sinking, rock-flqating process 
of concentration ^saved only from CO 
to 75 per cent.' of the valuable min'- 
erals of' copper, sine, . lead, etc., , tha 
modem mIneral-flfMtIng, rock sinking 
flotation procès^ saves from 86 to »5 
per cent.; that is roughly about 25 
per cent, of the copper, etc., .formerly 
wasted is now ,readily recovered hy 
the scientific development of Miss 
Everaon's process. When It Is con-

some twenty million tona of ore were 
seiMmtad and saved by tbia process, 
an idea 'will be gained not only of 
the ravotntionary character of the 
process' In Its relation to the science 
or art of ora-dressing, but also how 
greatly It liah already added, and will 
add, to tha worlffa wealth. Tha pa- 
tient reader 'wiU now, we hope, ap- 
preciate tha humorous aapeot of a 
reminiscence of the Baker City Ex- 
periments raoerded by B. S. Kevett 
During these tesrts, Mr. Revett bet— "a 
bottle of bubbles" with Miss Everson's 
financial backer, Thomas V. Criley, 
that the ppocees would not be success- 
ful. This la of interest beicause In 
staking his bubbles of carbon dioxide 
dissolved under pressure In the vint- 
tage of Champagne against the per- 
formance predicted by Miaa Everaon 
and Mr. Crilley. Mr. Revett muat be 
credited with sucoeasful anticipa- 
tion; for 21 years after the Incident, 
we knoiw that the key to the f tota- 
tlon process is to be found not In the 
oil, the add, or the apparatus, but in 
the bubbles and tbair related pheno- 
menon of surface tenaton. 

Realizing that this is rather dan- 
gerous stuff for absorption by flrat 
year Arts students, we feel Impelled 
to utter several notes of warning, 
which we hope will not be passed by 
unheeded. We would' regret exceed- 
ingly to pubUs'h anything in the 
"Daily" which woukl be prejudicial 
to them In answarlnr questions which 
might be propounded by unprinci- 
pled examiners, who had read the 
above article with understanding. We 
win therefore aak these gentlemen to 
differentiate sharply between the gi- 
gantic bubble and the nervous tension 
generated in connection with the ex- 
tensive experiments in fkrtatlon which 
were carried out in England In th< 
year. 1720. When compared with the 
minute bubbles and the surface ten- 
sion, employed in the modem process, 
the superior resuUa produced by the 
modem procesa are, perhaps, worth 
noting. 

The reporter haa to confess, that, 
due to an idea which for a short time 
he believed was nothing short of a 
brilliant example of inspired Ima^j- 
ination, the .publication of this article 
was delayed for several days. Briefly 
his, idea was that if good minerals 
could be separated from worthless min- 
erah so quick;ly and j80 efficiently 
by flotation, there could be little rea- 
son to doubt that by suitable modifi- 
cations, the process could be employ 
ed In estimating the relative mérita 
of students, and thus do away with 
the ancient system of written exam 
Inations . which profeaaors and stu 
dents unanimously agree Is an unmiti- 
gated nuisance. Moreover, It seemed 
practically certain that 1( as good or 
better results could be produced, by 
agitating the student body for a few 
minutes In a machine, there was sure, 
ly no merit In continuing the present 
system requiring approximately 24 
hours of agitation and unrest each day 
over a period of two weeks. Anxious 
to advance the Interests of the "Daily" 
tn investigating the fcaalbility of no 
promising a scheme, the reporter, af- 
ter several days of fruitless effort, 
succeeded in cornering a professor and 
elucidating his candid opinion. "Young 
man," said the professor "this' scheme 
of yours Is impossible, impracticable, 
and absurd. It is the product of a 
disordered imagination. It is' evon 
worse than that. It la the product of 
an Inmglnatlon which only worka up ot 
a certain point." "Let us be so ridicu- 
louB," he continued, "as to suppose for 
a moment that. a glass flotation tank 
could be constructed which would per- 
mit estimating the mentality of stu- 
dents by a direct reading based on 
thair ralatlve positions in the tank af- 
ter aultàblé preliminary treatment. It 
does not seem to have' occurred to 
you that if tlie mentality of students 
could be thus detemilned, it would be 
the simplest thing in the world for 
500 muscular' and determined students 
to seise and' similarly guage the men- 
talities of the professors. Xot de- 
siring to witness the anguish which 
even, the imagined contemplation of 
so sad a apectacle may have apreod 
over the professor's countenance, the 
reporter slipped silently through a 
dark passage, took the Chemistry and 
Mining Building elevator, and spent 
the , balance ot the morning travellins 
.baienient to the main floor.

VISIHDIKT CimRE 

Interesting Diseoveriei Mtdt on 
Saturdqr's Exoursion by En- 
thniiutic Undergradnatss, 



At 9 o'clock Saturday morning, the 
faithful followers of Geologry assem- 
bled at the Windsor Station, this time 
Ijound for a ramble among the Ordovi- 
cian fossils and crystals of igneous 
Intrusions at Pointe Claire, a few 
miles from the city. 

On arriving at I'olnto Claire, Dr. 
Bancroft took the party out to a 
quarry near the golf links, from which 
tons of building stone have been tak- 
en out for the construction of the 
Victoria Bridge. He explained that 
this was a portion of the lower layer 
of the limestone which covers the re- 
gion about Montreal, and consequent- 
ly Is older than the • other portions 
which had already been visited.' The 
life, of this period was very mueh 
varied aiid intereating, as exhibited 
by the fossil remains found by the 
enthusiasts. Specimens of large devil 
fish were found, as well as numerous 
corals, dams, trliobltes, etc., all in a 
very good state of preservation. 

The party suffered considerably 
from the intense cold caused by a 
none too gentle autumn breeze, o-nd It 
was noticed that several Science men 
disappeared. In the direction of the 
village for the warmth of clvlUZii 
tlon. The party meandered from one 
quarry to another, picking merrily 
with their Instruments of destruction 
and spoiling many a good fossil in this 
procedure. 

ThUs being one of the last of the 
excursions this year, the various 
members , who had been absorbed in 
fossils previously seemed to take i 
considerable Intereat in a different dl 
rcction, and by the time the train ar 
rived the gathering was quite a social 
one. • 

Some of the ladies provided very 
excellent refreshments ■ in the form of 
fudge, candy, etc., which was very 
much iappreciated .by all^ who had 
chance to try it, as the 'keen country 
air seemed to affect the appetite. 

While waiting for the train a per 
tain Scieiro^[njan, wishing to perform 
before thefaSmSing eyes of the ladies, 
removed a sigh which contained some 
very pointed statements about smoli 
Ing, much to the delight of the men 
present, who had already lit up.

Privileges and Penalties 

For Class One Men, 
Employe|rs, Parents 

For Claiss One Men 

If your examination by a Medical Board has placed you in Medical Category B, 

C» or E, attend the nearest Post Office, attach Medical Certificate to claim for 
exemption and your present responsibility imder the Military Service Act ends. 

If placed in Medical Category A, and you feel justified in asking for esemptioa 
on financial, business, or domestic grounds, you have the right to daim exenqttion 
before a tribunal It is not necessary or desirable to report for Service or to 
knake claim for exemption in person. Simply so to nearest Post Oflke, fill in the 
form provided, leaving it with the Postmaster for free transnissioa to Registrar. 

For Employers of Class One Men 

The employer may make claims for exemption of Clau One Men in hi8emph>y 
on the forms obtainable at the nearest Post Office. 

In their enthusiasm to serve Canada there will be a number of men in Clan One 
who will desire to report for service, but who «rill better serve the national interest 
by continuing their iiresent occupations. It is the duly and privilege of employers 
to ddim exemption in such cases. 

For Parents 

Where domestic reasons exist for the exemption of a Gas* One man, applicatioa 
^ may be made by parents or a near relation for the exemption of such man. 

N.B.— Cwa'ihoald b« eacrdsMl to prwrent more than one claim for eaemptioii being n»ada in respect tt 
any om nan. When the daina U mada on industrial ground* it ia best anada by iIm «mptoyar. 

Penalties Provided 



Failure on tha part of a Class One man to report for 
service or apply for exemption on or before Nov- 
ember lOtb— a term of impritonment not exceeding 
five years with hard labor ; alio claim to exemption 
it forfeited. • 

Attempt to bribe any member of an exemption 
tribunal, medical board or military <repreientative 
— a term of impriionment not exceeding five years 

' and not laaa than one year.
